bale 
August, in which all that is left of 
the old crop interest is centered, lost 
thirty points or $1.50 a bale. 
The decline was caused by heavy 
short selling which hardly let up for 
a minute during the day. Under the 
pressure the m arket 
gave 
ground 
steadily and on the way down stop 
los-s orders from those traders who 
had gone long in anticipation of the 
long delayed reaction were constant­ 
ly reached. This swelled the selling. 
The market had next to no support 
and there 
were no buying orders 
there came from sorts who wanted 
to realize profits. 
Liverpool Starts Decline. 
The decline began in Liverpool, and 
that market was so much under ex­ 
pectations on the ojjening here that 
initial prices were eight to ten points 
down. Without anything that looked 
like a recovery or a reaction of con­

prices fell 
until on

actual trading they were thirty to 
forty points under yesterday’s final 
quotations. The close was fourteen to 
forty-sfive points down, bids and of­ 
fers considered.

Oklahoma City, July 26.—The work 
of securing the signatures of approx­ 
imately 65,000 petitioners for a vote 
on the local option question will be 
begun at once, the bill prej)ared by 
the Oklahoma Local Option associa­ 
tion having been approved by officers 
of that organization, as well as a 
number of citizens in various paris 
of the state. The bill is 'short and 
simple, and relates merely to a re­ 
tra l of the present prohibitory laws. 
It follows in full: 
“Be it enacted by the people of 
the state of Oklahoma: 
Subdivision A. 
"That section seven of article one. 
of the constitution of the state of 
Oklahoma, styled ‘Prohibition and ar­ 
ticle submitting the same to a sep­ 
arate vote of the people,’ and which 
was submitted to a separate vote of 
•the people amp adopted by the in s­ 
ide of the state of Oklahoma at the 
general election of 
September 
IT, 
1907, as a part of the constitution of 
this state, and which relates to the 
manufacture, sale, barter giving away 
transporting of or otherwise furn­ 
ishing of intoxicating liquors within 
the state of Oklahoma, be, and the 
same is hereby repealed. 
Subdivision B. 
"The legislature at its next session 
shall enact laws permitting and reg­ 
ulating the sale and manufacture of 
intoxicating liquors In this state, and 
until such time as the legislature 
shall enact such laws in conformity 
to the foregoing, the laws heretofore 
enacted 
by the legislature of the 
state of Oklahoma, 
forbidding 
the 
manufacture, 
sale, 
barter, 
giving 
away 
transporting 
of 
intoxicating 
liquors shall remain in full force and 
effect, but 
immediately 
thereafter 
shall stand repealed and be of no ef­ 
fect. 
“If the foregoing contained In sub­ 
divisions A and B shall be adopted 
by the qualified electors of this state, 
then all of that which is contained 
in subdivision B shall be and be­ 
come a portion of the constitution 
of the state of Oklahoma and shall 
be known and designated as article 
one, section seven of such consti­ 
tution.”
